REMARKS 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C § 1 12 

Claim 35 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Applicant has amended claim 35 to depend from claim 34 to provide proper 
antecedent basis for "multiple portions."
